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L.A. Slave Auction 
41 Arrested

Sixty vice officers “raided” a Los 
Angeles bar on Saturday night, April 
10. Plainclothesmen and uniformed 
officers arrested 41 people, including 
NewsWest columnist Jeanne Barney. 
They were jailed and charged with an 
archaic state law that prohibits 
“slavery.” 

The Mark IV Health Club was 
conducting a comical “slave auction” as 


a benefit for the Gay Community 
Services Center. Some willing volun¬ 
teers were hand-cuffed and chained, in 
the spirit of the evening. “Jeannie’s 
Lamp” columnist Barney had told the 
crowd, as she purchased the first 
“slave”, that she needed “someone to 
do my housework.” 

Most of the benefit crowd had left 
before the police arrived at 2am. The 
beer-wine event was scheduled to end 
at midnight but went beyond that time. 
When the officers arrived, they blocked 
all bxits. They arrested 41, including 
some officials of the HELP and Gay 
Services Center, and photographed the

identification cards of the remaining 80 
guests before releasing them. 

Bail was set by the police at $5,000 
but was soon reduced to $1,000. It was 
evidently determined that there was no 
actual “slavery” involved and that the 
event was only a camp affair. Most of 
those arrested were able to get bailed 
out or on O.R. 

Rev. James Sandmire gave an 
impassioned sermon on Sunday 
morning at MCC, LA for the Mark IV 
victims. A special collection was taken 
up and more than $2,000 was raised to 
bail out the remaining gay people. 
Sandmire also joined with MCC Rev. 
Bob Siricco and activist Morris Right in a 
protest of the arrests at the police 
station. They explained that similar 
events (“slave auctions”) had been held 
at Hollywood High School and at the 
University of California, without any 
arrests. 

The Los Angeles police Chief, Ed 
Davis, is outspoken in his hatred of 
homosexuals. He is a member of a 
fundamentalist religious sect, and has 
appointed members of this sect to the 
vice squad. Davis has condoned raids 
on both gay bars and steam baths. He 
frequently speaks before groups (such 
as the John Birch Society) to attack the 
gay liberation movement. Under Davis, 
the LAPD has refused to allow gay 
leaders any direct communication with 
police at the administrative level. His 
officers have frequently been taken to 
court for questionable practices. Gay 
activists will welcome a challenge to the 
Davis technique of photographing the 
ID’s of people who are not arrested and 
the arresting of people on “slave” 
charges.

Gay Chicanos 
Organizing In 
San Jose 

Eladio Guerrero, an activist with 
the California Committee for Equal 
Rights in San Jose, has been actively 
organizing support for the gay move¬ 
ment among Chicano Gays. 

On March 21, he got Supervisorial 
candidate Jess Del Gado of San Jose, 
to address a gay group assembled at a 
local gay bar. 

Delgado attended, despite the 
telephone warning from Assemblyman 
Alister McAlister not to seek the support 
of gay citizens. Delgado reported the 
hate directed against gay people by 
McAlister, according to Guerrero. 

Delgado, with gay support, hopes 
to defeat Dominic Cortesee for a seat as 
Supervisor in San Jose. 

Guerrero has solicited the support 
of the Monitors, a Mexican-American 
group which has been putting pressure 
on the city of San Jose over the 
shooting of an unarmed Chicano by the 
police there. 

Alledging that Assemblyman 
McAlister is not only anti-gay, but also a 
racist, indifferent to the needs of the 
Chicanos, Guerrero hopes to see 
McAlister defeated by Juan Vegil in the 
upcoming primaries.

FINDING THE ANSWERS 

Beatings Continue 

“STREETS” GROUP SEEKS 
VICTIMS 

Young men, 14 - 25 years of age, 
continue to ruthlessly attack and beat 
gay people in the 18th and Castro area 
of this city. The attacks are usually late 
at night or in the early AM hours. A 
Safe Streets Committee, formed by 
activist gay attorney Dick Gayer one 
year ago, has documented 28 beatings 
in a two block area around 18th and 
Castro since late 1974. 

Gyer’s committee (which is fre¬ 
quently Gayer himself) has been 
methodically attempting to reach all of 
the victime of such attacks. Once they 
are contacted, they are urged to testify 
against the attackers and later to file civil 
court actions for damages. Attorney 
Gayer estimates that he is only able to 
contact one-third of the actual victims as 
many hurry home after an attack and 
nurse their wounds, without contacting 
the police department. 

Several problems have confronted 
the Streets oommittee (which includes 
activists Chris Perry, Mike Eisenberg 
and Mike Delsavio; aside from victims 
refusing to come forth. Gayer says that 
many who are originally excited over 
prosecuting their attackers, later with¬ 
draw for fear of publicity. 

A review of some of the attacks 
(those known to Gayer) gives insight 
into how severe they have been. 

The late 1974 incidents included 
three men being beaten with a belt and 
a brick thrown through a car window, a 
male struck with a fist and another 


victim who had his jaw broken by a 
surprise assailant. All incidents were 
near 19th and Collingwood, one block 
from Castro, between 2 and 4am. 

Seventeen recorded attacks in 
1975 included a male who was viciously 
assaulted and suffered a broken nose 
and jaw and a fractured skull. Other 
victims included a male thrown to the 
ground and kicked; four youths who 
threw a male against a light pole, 
injuring his fingers and back; a stabbing 
in a man’s groin, and his friend 
assaulted with fists; a male who was 
knocked through a plate glass window, 
suffering cuts; males knocked down by 
strolling youths; a male struck repeat¬ 
edly on his back; a victim who had his 
skull fractured; a stroller who was 
threatened with a hatchet, and man 
suffering facial injuries from an unpro¬ 
voked attack by several youths. In 
November of 1975, a man was attacked 
by four juveniles with screw drivers and 
thermos jugs and two men were beaten 
with-a steel rod. 

Attacks continue in 1976 with 
Gayer’s struggling committeed attempt¬ 
ing to find the victims and to push the 
Police Department and the DA’s office 
into making proper reports on the cases 
and prosecuting the attackers. Youths 
who have been apprehended who 
drove about the Castro area using sling- 
shit and pellet guns to strike at people 
and businesses. A male was struck in 
the eye by three roving youths; another 
was knocked to the ground and kicked 
and a youth brutally beat a man, using a 
rock-like object. 

The committee has had its suc¬ 
cesses, although it has been extremely 
difficult to get information out of the 
District Attorney’s office about who the 
attackers are. Gayer has spent countless 
hours trying to learn the names of the 


attackers, attempting to get their home 
addresses so civil damages action can 
be filed by the victims. He believed he 
had the cooperation of the new District 
• Attorney, Joe Freitas, but it is now 
discouraged by the lack of cooperation 
he has had from Freitas’, staff. Gayer 
also met with Chief Gain and believes 
that he has been too slow to cooperate 
with the committee and its efforts. 

An example of Gayer’s difficulty is 
the case of Robbin Barnes, employed 



by an 18th St. restaurant. Barnes was 
attached by two youths near 19th and 
Collingwood while on his way home, 
on March 28th at 11:30 pm. The 
teenagers repeatedly struck him with a 
sharp object, and continued beating and 
kicking him for 10 to 15 minutes. He 
suffered a broken tibia and multiple 
wounds about the head and torso. 

Barnes was fortunate in that he was 
not killed and that passers-by contacted 
(Continued Next Page)

the police, who apprehended the 
attackers. They were willing to testify in 
court against the attackers (one of 
whom is a juvenile). 

The shocking turn-of-events was 
when the matter came to court for a 
preliminary hearing (Gayer sat with the 
victim and observed the Ass’t. D.A., 
Peter Cling and the attacker’s attorney 
consulting confidentially with the judge. 
Gayer, who could have been held in 
contempt of court, sprang up and 
inquired of Cling what was going on. 
Cling replied that since the youth did 
not have a gun during the crime and did 
not have police record, he had 
determined that the charge offelony 
assault should be reduced to a 
misdeanor. This is plea bargaining, 
which D.A. Feritas had announced 
openly that he would not tolerate in 
-street violence cases. 

An angered Gayer flew from the 
courtroom and ran up the stairs to 
Freitas’ office. He talked to a super¬ 
vising staff member and by the time 
Gayer had returned to the courtroom. 
Cling had been informed by his superior 
that there was to be a prosecution on 
the felony charge. The judge then set a 
$2,500 bail for the defendent and set a 
trial date. If Gayer had not been 
present, the defendent (Russell Self) 
may have received a minor sentence for 
having committed a ruthless attack on a 
citizen. 

One alledged attacker of Catro gay 
people is Fred Muller, who was arrested 
in September, 1975, after he allegedly 
beat a male to the ground and fractured 
his skull. It was learned by Gayer that 
this same Muller had been arrested in 
September, 1974 in an attack in which 
he allegedly used a belt and a brick. 
Muller is one of the several attackers 
who are facing possible civil actions, 
encouraged by the Streets Committee. 

In one case in July 1975, attacker 
Larry Kennedy was sentenced for 
stabbing a male at 18th and Castro. He 
received a felony prosecution and is 
presently serving time in a state prison. 
It was Gayer’s committee that was able 
to discover a good witness. 

The possibility of placing a beat 
street patrolman in the Castro and 18th 
area after midnight was discussed with 
Mission District Captain, Rene Aufort. 
The officer was assigned to his new post 
only one week ago, after hading the 
command at Northern Station. He said 
that he has always worked cooper¬ 
atively with the gay community. 

Aufort revealed that he is well 
aware of Gayer and his committee. He 
had already studied Gayer’s report- 
analysis of beatings in the Castro area 
and said he would personally walk the 
Castro district in order to help deter¬ 
mine the problem. Aufort said he had 
already placed walking patrolmen in the 
Mission Street (16th to 24th Sts.) and 
that he would consider doing the same 
in the Castro between Midnight and 
4am.

There are currently no beat 
patrolmen in the Castro area and the 
one patrol car that cruises the Market- 
Duboce-Castro triangle does so ir¬ 
regularly. When quizzed as to how often 
than car’s presence is felt in the 18th 
and Castro area, he said he would look 
into it. 

Murders are what usually make the 
headlines and the continuing street 
attacks that do not result in death are 
less sensational. While the morning 
newspaper readers are reading about 
murder, attorney Gayer is transporting 
beating victims to court, givving sum¬ 
mons to attacks, filing legal actions, and 
arguing with police and district attorney 
staffers. He receives no pay for his 
efforts and appears to have too little 
concern about his own personal 
financial welfare. Gayer seems to be 
more disturbed over the lack of support 
that his committee receives than 
anything. He is very critical of those 
Castro merchants who welcome the 
crowds, but are not eagerly supporting 
efforts to protect gay citizens in the area. 
Meanwhile, his Safe Streets Committee 
is without funds and has been forced to 
discontinue its call-in telephone service. 
His office number has become the 
Streets number. Dick Gayer is not much 
of a fund-raiser. Maybe someone can 
help him . . . 776-0200. 

San Jose Gays 
Angered 

The San Jose gay community is 
planning a parade on Gay Freedom 
Day, June 26th. At the same time, they 
want to have a rally with refreshments in 
St. James Park. 

The city council rejected their 
request for a permit. However, the vote 
was taken when a number of gay 
community friends were not present in 
the chambers. 

Elections are coming up and many 
of the legislators in San Jose are 
receicing gay community support in 
their campaigns and that produced 
results. The permit question is to be 
brought up again when more friendly 
votes are at hand.

“Mama’s Boys’’, the hot new 
‘Ball-Z-Revue’ that combines eight 
outstanding live entertainers with large 
screen video inserts, has been held over 
for one additional week at The City, 
through Easter Sunday, April 18th.

WHAT IS VD? 

VD is Venereal Disease. Actually, 
two diseases that anyone. Gay or not 
can catch when having sex. There’s a 
lot of it going around. Among Gay 


people it’s at the epidemic stage. 

Both kinds of VD, syphilis and 
gonorrhea, are dangerous, but they can 
be cured. 

GONORRHEA AND GAY PEOPLE 

Often called “the clap,” gonorrhea 
is the most widespread disease in the 
U.S. next to the common cold. It’s on 
the increase. It is estimated that over 2 
million cases were contracted last year, 
one new dose every 15 seconds. 

Left untreated, it scars internal 


tissue and can lead to heart trouble, 
arthritis, sterility and even blindness. 

Gonorrhea is a localized disease in 
the early stages. Where you catch it, 
that’s where it stays, in the moist, warm 
membranes of the human body. You 
can catch it in the rectum, vagina, penis 
and often in the mouth. 

Gonorrhea can be passed on 
whenever any one of those infected 
membranes touches another. Con¬ 
ceivably, even a roving wet finger could

pass it on to a moist membrane during 
sex that involves only the hands and the 
genital organs. 

If you catch it, the symptoms 
appear 2 to 7 days after contact. But if 
gonorrhea is in the rectum, vagina or 
throat, many people never notice they 
have it, for the symptoms seldom 
appear there. 

In the penis it’s usually easy to spot 
the dripping or discharge that may stain 
shorts. Often there is also a burning 
sensation when urinating. However, 
there is an increase of cases without 
symptoms in the penis. So be sure to 
ask for a urethral culture at your next 
checkup. 

Gonorrhea in the vagina occasion¬ 
ally produces a discharge or burning 
upon urination. In the rectum there may 
be an irritation or pus-covered feces. If 
it’s in the throat, a redness or swelling 
may appear. Biit unless it’s in the penis, 
gonorrhea usually has no signs at all. 

A simple medical lab test can 
confirm if it’s gonorrhea. You may have 
to remind your doctor to take a rectal, 
throat, or urethral culture. Otherwise, 
the usual gonorrhea test will completely 
miss the disease. 

SYPHILIS INFECTS GAY PEOPLE 

“The siff’ is deadly. It can cripple, 
lead to blindness and insanity — and it 
has killed a million American adults and 
3 million babies in the 2oth century 
alone. The discovery of penicillin 
SOyears ago nearly wiped it out, but it’s 
back. Over 80,000 new cases were 
estimated last year, and clinics report 
that 50% to 90% were among gay 
people. 

Syphilis is often undetected be¬ 
cause it is painless and its symptoms 
vanish, apparently “cured.” A chancre 
looks like a cold sore, or flat scab, 
ranging in size from a pinhead to a 
dime. 

The new chancre appears 10 to 90 
days after infection (21 days average).

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Because it’s usually painless, it may be 
ignored. If inside the rectum or vagina, 
it may never be seen. After 2 to 5 weeks 
it goes away, but the disease remains in 
the blood. Six weeks to 6 months later, 
different symptoms may appear — a 
body rash; scaly hands; eye-lashes or 
small patches of hair suddenly fall out. 
Sometimes these symptoms are ac¬ 
companied by fever or sore throat. 
Moist lesions in the anus or mouth in 
this second stage are very contagious. 

These symptoms also disappear 
gradually, and the disease becomes 
non-contagious, but syphilis slowly 
attacks the central nervous system. In 5 
to 30 years, blindness, insanity, papaly- 
sis, senility, even death can result. 

In most cases, a simple blood test 
for syphilis determines if you have it. 
The cure is as near as a doctor or a 
clinic. 

(Among gay men, 4 out of 5 
syphilis cases are contracted 
during rectal intercourse) 

AND IN SUMMARY .... 

1. Both syphilis and gonorrhea need the 
warmth and moistness of the human 
body to survive; without them they die 
in seconds. 

2. The symptoms of both diseases may 
not be noticed. This is why regular lab 
tests — a blood test for syphilis, a 
culture for gonorrhea — are the only 
ways to be sure you’re healthy. 

3. The usual cure is a single dose of 
penicillin or other antibiotics, often 
injected into the buttocks. Home 
remedies and self cures don’t work; 
only a doctor knows the proper 
treatment. 

Women are less likely to catch VD from 
another woman, but it can happen, and 
the symptoms will likely be harder to 
spot. Regular lab tests are the only way 
to be sure. 

5. There’s no vaccine to prevent VD 
and no one becomes immune. You can 
catch VD again and again. 

6. There are precautions which help. 


Urinate immediately after sex and wash 
the exposed membranes with soap and 
water (it may sting a bit). 

7. But — the only foolproof wayavoid 
VD is to become a hermit. The more 
people you sleep with, the more often 
you should be tested — every 3 months 
for the sexually active, everybody 12 
months at least.

Last Saturday night (April 10), the 
popular bar, the Pendulum, home of 
the CSL Champion Pirates and favorite 
watering hole of the Castro Villagers 
was gutted by an explosive fire. 

Due to the renowned mellowness 
of the Pendulum crowd, a full bar 
emptied without panic and more 
importantly, without injury as flames 
leaped from within a small storage area 
in the rear of the tavern across the back 
of the room and along the bar with 
incredible speed and destructiveness. 

Despite the almost immediate 
arrival of the SF Fire Dept., the bar was 
completely razed and racked with 
explosion after explosion as the searing 
heat caused cases of liquor to become 
innumerable incendiary missile. The fast

limiting the effect upon neighboring 
businesses to slight smoke damage. 

The casue of the fire was due to a 
faulty water heater. 

Michael Frawley, owner of the 
Pendulum, is quoted as saying that 
despite the extensive damage, the 
Pendulum will reopen in approximately 
two weeks. In the meantime, there is 
no truth, he says, to the rumor that his 
champions, the Pendulum Pirates will

Strange Things At 
A Bath House

Charges of discrimination on one 
side and threats of violence on the other 
have been creating a problem for the 
Club Baths House at 201 8th St., at 
Howard, San Francisco. 

To help solve the problem, a 
meeting was held on “neutral ground” 
in a restaurant-bar in the Castro area. 

Attending the meeting were mem¬ 


bers of the Bay Area Gay Liberation, 
who were investigating the charges by 
their members and from others, and the 
ownership and management of the 
Club Bath House. 

Dale Bently, one of the principal 
owners of the bath, is also head of a gay 
businessmen’s group, the South . of 
Market Business Association, was there. 

With him were Don Ward, and 
invetor in the bath house, and the 
manager, Ron Andrew. 

During the nearly three hours of 
talking, each of the participants stated 
their reaction to the charges and the 
events reported. 

The meeting was very constructive, 
and several facts emerged: The Club 
Bath House did have operating ground 
rules to assure safe and peaceful 
conduct of their business. They felt the 
rules were necessary to protect the 
customers and their investments, which 
were considerable. 

Explaining that the owners have a 
chain of bath houses throughout the 
United States, and that they have had 
enough experience to know the need 
(Continued Next Page) 
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for some basic rules. 

As a matter of policy, persons who 
appear drunk or on drugs, or otherwise 
not in control of themselves, are not 
admitted. Persons arriving in groups 
who are boisterous, whether nelly ot 
super-butch, are turned away. Those 
who are too infirm to negotiate the 
hazards of the pool and hallways are 
discouraged. 

The owners also insisted that they, 
and other bath houses, get warnings 
from the police on wanted persons, and 
anyone who might fit a wanted 
discription is asked for additional 
identification. 

BAGL members reported that they 
had received complaints from a number 
of blacks, transvestitites and their own 
members who wear BAGL buttons or 
T-shirts. 

Sorting out complaints, the dis¬ 
crimination against BAGL button 


wearers, etc., introduced the strangest 
factor. Apparently, someone who has a 
dislike for the South of Market Gay 
businesses, and the Bath House, was 
telephoning threats in the name of 
BAGL and had written threatening 
letters to the Club Bath House. Th^ 
same persons or person, has also been 
spreading mis-information about BAGL 
to the Club Bath Owners and the South 
of Market Businessmen. 

Those in attendence began to 
realize that it may be one particular 
person with whom both had had trouble 
in the past. No name is being made 
public, but the facts all seem to point to 
one particular trouble maker. 

Both the bath owbers and BAGL 
representatives left the meeting feeling 
there may have been some truth to the 
charges, but mostly they felt they both 
had been had. In any case, they 
reached a conclusion: both sides will 


communicate in order to frustrate the 
trouble maker.

Nixon s Revenge

The recent ruling by the U.S.

With that as the record, I feel that it 
is important for gay people to register as 


Democrats. If you are currently not so 
registered, then you can not vote in this 
June’s primary. The importance of that 
is that we have some of the Nixonian 
thought process creeping into the 
Democrat party, and it must be 
stopped. Scoop Jackson is running for 
president. His stands, over and over, 
are just plain anti-gay. If you want to let 
a person like Jackson get into the White 
House, all you have to do is sit back and 
do nothing. If, however, you want to 
prevent Jackson from attaining that 
position, you must register as a 
Democrat to vote against him in the 
June primary.

A revolving sermon on the 
mount, and on the seventh day he 
rested. He exuded a Carthusian chill 
and angrily ground out jargoned advice 
like a pepper mill. All the while 
searching for his next Judas — 
someone like all the others who would 
eventually let him down. 

Like so many exploitive people 
today, Michael missed the paradox as 
he explored the unfolding chrysalis of 
his selfhood. As a passive twin — to 
forge a sense of personal identity — he 
had to thwart his sense of belonging. He

The last time 
we were together, Michael, before he 
curled into his private sleep, told me 
once again he loved me but refused to 
let me take his hand. With that ... I 
went for the thirty pieces of silver . . . 
and gave him his Good Friday by 
breaking camp and slipping away in the 
hazy dawn.

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FINDING THE ANSWERS 


S.I.R.’s Watergate 

-WHAT HAPPENS NOW? 

The major problems of the Society 
for Individual Rights (SIR) go much 
deeper than the recent embezzlement of 
funds by Ken Rice and Harry Leishure. 
This reporter served on the SIR Board 
for over five years but in recent times 
has been just as indifferent — and 
negligant — of being concerned about 
SIR as many of our readers. It is much 
easier to let others run the show and 
then move to impeach them if they do 
not work hard enough or make the 


wrong decisions. Criticism is fun and 
seldom very taxing. We are just as guilt 
as those who try to make SIR a success 
for the present financial and morale 
crisis at SIR. 

So where do we go from here? 

We are not entirely in agreement 
with Duane Wolcott, a SIR Trustee 
who has been appointed to investigate 
the current problems at SIR, but some 
of his reasoning is stimulating and true. 
Over a cup of coffee at Jack-in-the-Box 
we recently discussed SIR’s present 
crisis and its future as an organization. 

“There is a parallel between the 







































former Nixon administration and the 
DeYoung-Eppinette administrations,” 
Wolcott concludes. The reference was 
to Doug DeYoung, President of SIR in 
1975, and Larry Eppinette, current SIR 
President. He believes that an “elite 
clique” of a few people have been 
running SIR for some time and that they 
have shown little or no interest in 
membership participation. This, he 
contends, has contributed considerably 
to an atmosphere that permitted the 
Rice-Leishure exodus with missing 
funds. (See article in this issue for more 
detials.) 

Keeping certain facts from the 
membership of ANY organization is a 
game played by those in a leadership 
role. Every person elected or appointed 
to office wants it to appear that he/she 
is a competent, thinking, concerned 
individual. That is the game of politics 
as well as social relationships. There are 
few people that we really confide in. 
Thus it is not surprising that the 
leadership of SIR wanted to preserve 
an illusion that everything was going 
along just fine. When we were involved 
in SIR a few years ago, the game was 
the same. However, we WERE con¬ 
cerned about membership participation 
and we constantly invented gimmics to 
get people to SIR Center so that we 
didn’t completely drop of out contact 
with the membership. Maybe that is 
where things started to go wrong. The 
people running the show didn’t even 
care if they had an audience. 

Wolcott agrees with this writer that 
DeYoung and Larry Eppinette are 
dedicated and intelligent gay activists. 
However, they also have full-time 
employment and are both involved in a 
variety of time-consuming gay activities. 
We have gone to,Sacramento and Los 
Angeles with DeYoung as he lobbyed 


for gay rights. We have observed 
Eppinette making posters, MCing bene¬ 
fits, serving as a bartender, etc. — all for 
gay causes. Both men have been 
extensively in political campaigns for 
friends of the gay community — such as 
Sheriff Hongisto and Mayor Moscone. 
We are proud to call both of them 
“friends.” Some detractors and critics 
will try to destroy them over the SIR 
incident, but a larger look at the 
problem should present solutions to 
sir’s long-range problems as an 
organization rather than a concentration 
on personalities. It is so easy, as we 
said before, to criticize and to impeach 
people — without dealing with issues. 

Investigator Wolcott is understand¬ 
ably frustrated and irritated by the 
attempts at SIR to brush the problem 
with Ken Rice under the rug. Rice was a 
hard-working, aggressive, “in com¬ 
mand” person who gave endless hours 
to SIR. It is not surprising that many 
people trusted him. When Rice repeat¬ 
edly refused to take the Vector account 
records out of his apartment — over a 
six month period — and return them to 
SIR, the Board and SIR officers were 
irritated, but none suspected financial 
hanky-panky. 

DeYoung frequently asked Rice to 
return the records (still missing) to SIR 
but Wolcott may be right when he says 
that DeYoung was not aggressive 
enough in his demand. The investigator 
is probably correct when he says that 
DeYoung and the SIR Board attempted 
to maintain “a facade of calm” when 
things were going wrong. He says that 
DeYoung “allowed a controlling group 
at SIR to get away with things.” At one 
time, Wolcott emphasizes. Rice held 
several responsible positions at SIR — 
Vice President, Business Manager, 
Publications Chairman and Board 


director. Wolcott says that a “phen¬ 
omenal amount of power was placed in 
the hands of one man - Ken Rice.” And 
it was true — he was permitted to collect 
large sums of money and to deposit that 
money (much of it, we now know, into 
his own bank account), plus keep 
records on it, in his own apartment. At 
one point, Wolcott says that he told 
DeYoung that he observed Rice - on 
two occasions - take all of the SIR mail 
out of the Center to his apartment. 

Neither DeYoung or the SIR Board 
took any legal action against Rice. They 
trusted him during his tenure because 
he was a hard worker and a very 
informed individual. Rice involved 
himself in almost every phase of SIR’s 
operation: politics, finance, publica¬ 
tions, meetings, social events, press 
conferences, etc. Almost everyone 
involved in SIR depended on Ken Rice. 
No one expressed any public opinion 
that he might be stealing money. They 
Board even voted to take money from 
its own Building Fund to help Vector 
until Rice could collect from “deliquent” 
advertising and distribution accounts. 
(We now know that much of this 
income was being diverted by Rice into 


his own “400 Publications” account). 

“The tragedy is that the tight little 
clique at SIR feels that it does not have 
to answer to the membership of SIR. 
The Board did not even discuss, for 
example, that only one member — 
other than Board members — attended 
the December membership meeting.” 
This demonstrates that the Board was 
unconcerned that there was a lack of 
interest in SIR by the membership . . . 
now estimated at 500. 

Wolcott states that the current 
leadership at SIR is continuing its 
“mutual admiration society” although 
he realizes that this “in” atmosphere at 
SIR may not be a recent problem, but 
one that has been developing for some 
time over the years. He is hopeful that 
this situation can be turned around and 
that the members will once again be 
involved in SIR. 

The popularity of the Bay Area 
Gay Liberation (BAGL) organization is 
cause for reflection on SIR’s lack of 
membership involvement. Over 150 
people regularly attend BAGL mem¬ 
bership sessions, films, forums, political 
action and cultural committee meetings, 
workshops, etc. Recently BAGL rented

a large downtown meeting and office 
facility. 

Wolcott comments that although 
he is not always in agreement with 
BAGL (with its politics to the Left of 
SIR), it “appeals to the interests and 
concerns of many gay people.” He 
chides SIR leadership for neglecting the 


needs and interests of its membership. 
This, he believes, “has resulted in a 
marked decline in membership and 
participation.” Wolcott feels that SIR 
could do it again if it had some impetus 
to involve people. 

The days when SIR dances and 
stage shows drew crowds to the SIR 
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Center are gone. Then there were no 
other dances or stage shows. The days 
when hundreds paid attention to SIR’s 
political meetings may be gone. Now 
many groups and individuals outside 
SIR are involved in politics. The day 
when Vector was the first slick gay 
magazine is gone. Now there are 
several such magazines. 

What unique service- can SIR 
continue to perform to the gay 
community that is truly needed and 
does not tax its finances? Is the large 
auditorium needed? Is Vector useful to 
the organization? Does the organization 
have the leadership that has the time 
and inclination to sponsor the kind of 


events that will draw people to the 
Center? 

There are many unanswered 
questions about SIR’s future that its 
current and future leadership must 
begin to evaluate. Maybe public forums 
— well advertised in advance — can 
involve people in a public discussion of 
sir’s future. 

The answer is NOT to attempt to 
impune the reputations of some of SIR’s 
current leaders. We must look ahead to 
how SIR can best serve us all. Let us all 
stop pretending what SIR is and give 
serious thought to what is rea//y is and 
what direction it might now take,

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it’d make a great movie. Panic in the 
World of Tomorrow! Visit the terrifying 
world of 1977, where the truth is a 
Crime! You must see . . . SB-1, star¬ 
ring Richard Nixon, John Mitchell and 
Gerald Ford in their greatest roles ever!, 
and so on. And then, at the end of the 
picture, they come up with something 
to protect National Security — Called 
Big Brother. Neat, huh? 

However, we shall have to put 
away the fictional aspects of the issue 
until after we have dealt with the 
frightening reality that is called SB-1, 
which would make the truth a crime, 
and which would put Nixon back in the 
limelight, and which would effectively 
revoke the First Ammendment, and 
which could ultimately lead us into the 
Age of Big Brother — a few years soons 
than anticipated. I’ll tell you about it. 

SB-1 is a 799 page document, first 
seen as HR 6046 and SB 1400, and 
known as the “Criminal Code Reform 
Bill of 1973,” drafted at the direction of 
the Nixon White House. The two bills 
were merged, and the resulting product 
was called SB-1. 

The system advocated by SB-1 is 
the authoritarian system that Nixon so 
long dreamed of; one in which he could 
commit the most henious acts against 
his country and still be held blameless. 
Through “National Security” and “Ex¬ 
ecutive Privilege,” he could conduct 
illegal wars, espionage, sabotage, secret 
dossiers on “undesirables” (read: 
“enemies of the President”) and other 
high crimes, all of which would be safe 
from public knowledge through the 
simple application of a “Classified” 
stamp. 

To give you an indication of the 
magnitude of crimes which SB-1 would 
legalize: if SB-1 were the law prior to 
Watergate, the break-in and bugging of 
Democratic National HQ, the subse¬ 
quent cover-up, the illegal wat in 
Cambodia, Nixon’s active part in the 
whole affair — all of this would have 
been legal, and Richard Nixon would 
still be President! 

Some of the provisions of SB-1: 

Freedom of Speech: under sec¬ 
tions 1102-1103 of SB-1, “subversive 
(for instance, anti-government) speech” 
may be deemed illegal by officials, even 
if no criminal act results from that 
speech. Under present law, words are 
not illegal unless immediately followed 
by a criminal act. 

Secrets: SB-l’s definition of “Gov¬ 
ernment property” and protection 
thereof goes so far as to include 
information. T+ierefore, “leaks,” to the 
general public about illegal government 
operations (Pentagon Papers, CIA, 
FBI, etc.) are subject to prosecution, 
under sections 1121-1124. On the 









other hand, those conducting these 
illegal operations are protected under 
sections 542, 544 & 552. 

Miradna: “You have the right to 
remain silent . . and so on, the cop 
reads to you. These are your rights, and 
present law guarantees your right to 
know them. SB-1 would take that 
away, under section 3713. 

Insanity: It is a well-known fact that 
a great number of crimes are committed 
by mentally unstable people. But 
according to SB-1, section 522, 
everyone may be held “morally blame¬ 
worthy” for their conduct, by their (the 
government’s) revertal to 19th century 
mores in this regard. 

Demonstrations: Section 1831 of 
SB-1 states that if 10 or more people 
take part in their Constitutional right to 
protest and demonstrate, but if in the 
eyes of Government officials, pose a 
“threat” to someone’s “interests” or 
“property,” then the group may be 
prosecuted under Federal laws con¬ 
cerning riots (a felony). The group is 
also subject to prosecution if property is 
damaged, even if the damage is done 
by Government agents, which studies 
have shown were used by the White 
House during the late 60’s. Under 
section 1111, if the group inadvertantly 
blocked traffic, they could be prosecu¬ 
ted for sabotage, another felony. And 
finally, these demonstrations can not be 
held within a mile of the President, or a 
“temporary residence of the President.” 

SB-1 also reinstates the death 
penalty, put Native Americans under 
control of the Government, places labor 
strikes under Federal extortion laws and 
allows wiretapping in the name of 
“National Security.” And we won’t even 
mention the anti-gay provisions em¬ 
bodied in the bill! 

It is imperative that this threat to 
our liberties be totally defeated — not 
amended, as Senator Tunney is trying 
to. Legal analysts have concluded that 
anywhere from 1100 to 2600 different 
deletions are going to have to be made, 
before SB-1 can conform to the Bill of 
Rights. The Senate is not about to wade 
through that many amendments! 

Two weeks from Saturday, on the 
1st of May, there will be a march and 
rally in Sacramento to urge the 
Judiciary Committee to put an end to 
SB-1. I urge you all to join in.

Carter a bigot? Many seem to think so, 
after reading an April 7 article in the 
New York Times, entitled “Carter 
Defends All-White Areas.’’ In the 
article, the former Goergia governor 
told a news conference in Indiana that 
he believes it is the “natural inclination 
of people to live in ethnically homo¬ 
genous neighborhoods,” and stated that 


he supports the right of middleclass 
urban areas to “maintain the ethnic 
purity of their neighborhoods.” The 
article also quoted Carter as being 
against Government low-cost housing 
around urban areas. 

In the article, the Georgian further 
spoke out against “black intrusion” into 
white neighborhoods, and of the 
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■“injecting” of “alien groups” which he 
says would constitute “a diametrically 
opposite kind of family” in a 
neighborhood. 

Later during the conference, 
Carter appeared to do a complete 180® 
turnabout when he said that he would 
“use the full resources of the Federal 
Government to enforce (minorities) 
right” to move into a “homogenous” 
neighborhood, but then went back to 
his original stand when he stated that he 
saw “nothing wrong,” with “churches, 
private clubs, newspapers, restaurants, 
all designed to accomodate members of 
a particular ethnic group.” 

When asked by newsmen about 
the seeming contradictions in Carter’s 
statements, the personable Democrat 
momentarily lost his famous “Cheshire 
Cat” smile, and angrily accused the 
newsmen of “trying to make something 
out of nothing.” He then clarified his 
“ethnic purity” statement by saying that 
he felt the Government “ought not take 
as a major purpose the intrusion of alien 
groups into a neighborhood.” He also 
mentioned that an integrated public 
housing project was “almost within a 
stone’s throw of his Plains, Ga. home. 

Public apology for his “unfortunate 
choice of words” has been given by 
Carter, but it appears that many 
Democrats are not so easily mollified, 
and are seriously considering Udall and 
other contenders.

that our government on many levels 
has taken a turn, and a sharp turn at 
that, away from responding to the 
needs of the people — that its sense of 
priorities is becoming more and more 
misdirected. I hope to bring that sense 
of priorities back to the basic needs of 
people. All too often, we mis-use what 
resources we have; the end result \$ that 
the general public gets very little. I’m 
against the large bureaucracy that has 
frustrated too many people. The second 
reason is that I feel the gay community, 
the last minority that has not achieved 
its full civil rights, must have a voice on 
the floor of an important legislative 
body, especially in view of the recenent 
Supreme Court riling. It is needed not 
only for our own protection, but to set 
an example to the young gays that says 
the system does work. I won’t go into 
details on this point because I think that 
most of us understand the importance 
of electing gay people to office. Every 
minority has learned the importance of 
electing their own. 

Friday: Then why not wait and run 
again for Supervisor. You did very well 
last year, even though you obviously 
had limited funds. 

Milk; Having finished just out of the 
money in the last year’s race on, as you 
so well put it, limited funds, I was 
seriously considering building for an¬ 
other try at Supervisor in two years; 














however, several facts that were not 
known to the public, but only to me, 
made me reconsider another try for 
Supervisor. First, there is the cost of 
such a race. No one who has not 
actually run for Supervisor know what it 
is really all about . . . it’s about money. 
In order to win in San Francisco, you 
have to either have a great deal of 
money or a name that is a strong 
household word. The incumbents with 
the position of the office, the name 
recognition, and the ability to make 
news, also have the funds. And with the 
changing of the laws, there will be no 
limit on what they can spend next time. 
Thus, anyone who wants to challenge 
the incumbents must have very sub¬ 
stantial backing. And frankly, I don’t 
have that kind of money. Second, even 
if there were to be one or two openings 
on the present Board, for whatever 
reasons, the Mayor himself told me that 
I would not be getting either the first or 
second vacancy that might occur on the 
Board of Supervisors. Thus, being 
appointed by the Mayor was at best a 
very outside chance. There would have 
to be some three or four Supervisors 
leaving the Board before I would be 
given a shot at it. That possibility is 
remote. I personally don’t forsee any of 
the present Supervisors stepping down 
in mid-term. Besides, the Mayor only 
appointed me to a one year term on the 
Board of Permit Appeals. So, there 
wasn’t even the guarantee that I would 
be able to run for Supervior from a 
Commisioner’s spot. In fact, if he did 
not re-appoint me, it may even have 
looked worse to some people and that 
in turn could be an additional handicap 
to anyone, especially a gay person. All 
these factors compounded the decision 
of attempting to run again for Super¬ 
visor next year. So, when the oppor¬ 
tunity to run for the Assembly presented 
itself by John Foran vacating his seat to 
run for the Senate, I listened very 
carefully to those who urged me to 
make this race. 

Friday: In what way do you think your 
election couldhelp the gay movement? 
Milk: Wayne, in all of my involve¬ 
ments, I always think of the effect it has 
on the gay movement. 1 have always 
tried to do two basic things. One, build 
bridges with the non-gay community. 
Two, not use the positions solely as 
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platforms to make a pitch for the 
movement. I try to use those positions 
to set examples, which in the long run, I 
think I make for a strong voice for the 
movement. In short, what I could say in 
words from those positions is not as 
important as what I actually do in those 
positions. I try to set examples by deeds 
rather than simply by words. My 
election and my work on the floor of the 
Assembly, on the day to day problems, 
would be one of the greatest things that 
I could do for the movement. To work 
with others in the Assembly on the 
economic and social problems would be 
a vital step in the right direction, and 
from the confidence I would be able to 
gain I would then be able to fight for the 
necessary legislation that is so long 
overdue for all gay people. It will be a 
most solid and effective method. 
Friday: Just what are your honest 
chances Harvey. I heard one politician 
say tht if the election were held 
tomorrow, you would easily win. 

Milk: I promised all who urged me into 


this race and all who have come with us 
since, that I would not run if I thought 1 
would be a Don Quixote. The broad 
base that we had in the race for 
Supervisor has already broadened and 
the race has really just gotten under 
way. If the present rate of help 
continues then I think we have a much 
better chance for success this time than 
we had in our race for Supervisor. We 
surprised a lot of people in that race 
with the finish we made on the limited 
funds that we had. In short, Wayne, too 
much is at stake here to waste it on a 
race without a good chance. We have 
that chance here. 

Friday: What is your biggest obstacle 
now? 

Milk: Money. As simple as that. While 
we do not need as much for this race as 
you need for a race for Supervisor, 
since only one-third of the city is 
covered in the 16th Assembly District, 
we still badly need funds. Dollar bills 
and, if possible, checks for large 
amounts. If everyone who voted for us 


in the last race for Supervisor sent in just 
one dollar, we would have enough 
funds to mount a very successful race. 
Frida: Two of the better known names 
who have endorsed you are Carol Ruth 
Silver and Quentin Kopp; what part are 
they playing in this campaign? 

Milk: Carol is part of the Steering 
Committee of Advisors and one of the 
Co-Chairpeople on the campaign. She 
has also been my attorney. And top of 
that, Carol has given us a warmth and 
spirit that titles can not cover. Quentin 
has done two things: urged me to run in 
the first placef then warmly endorsed 
me. He has been so deeply involved in 
the current city strike situation that he 
and I have not yet sat down to talk. We 
have greeted each other in passing and 
that’s about it. When the strike is over, 
we will no doubt be getting together to 
see just what role he is willing to play in 
the campaign. Quentin’s support and 
that of Carol is very much appreciated. 
Kopp was the highest individual vote 
getter in this assembly district last 
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November. 

Friday: Other than the endorsement of 
Kopp and Carol Silver, how does your 
support in this race compare with that in 
your last race for Supervisor? 

Milk: Well, as I said, Quentin and 
Carol’s endorsement have already 
made a difference. Add to theirs, 
increasing support coming in from the 
ethnic groups which was not strong the 
last time; then, there are those who 
found out what we were all about too 
late, or after the fact, the last time, who 
are already helping and we see a much 
broader base than we e'Jbr had before. 
It is a wonderful thing to see the total 
picture of such different communities 
forming together in this race. We have 
reached way beyond our community 
and found tremendous help. Help from 
others who believe in what we are 
saying about the priorities of our 
government. It’s exciting! 

Friday: How has the gay community, 
in general, reacted to your candidacy? 
Milk: Almost the same as last year’s 


race. Those who understand the 
importance of a gay person being 
elected, are there. Those who under¬ 
stand the need of breaking down myths, 
stereotypes, and so forth, are there. 
Those who understand the social and 
economic issues beyond the movement 
are there. Those who do not agree with 
me politically and do not care about the 
movement, are not there. The impor¬ 
tance of sending gays to the Democratic 
Convention are expressed by some. 
They ask for support because they are 
gay. Yet those same people support my 
opponent who is not gay. They 
express the importance of electing 
upfront gays to the National Con¬ 
vention, and yet, they in turn don’t see 
the need to elect upfront gays to public 
office. I question that type of selfserving 
wisdom. But in large, last year I did not 
receive support of may of the gay 
leaders and spokespersons. My strength 
in the gay community comes from the 
people in the gay community, not 
necessarily the leaders, although I 


welcome and hope for their support. It 
was primarily the people, not the 
leaders, in the gay community who 
helped us in the last campaign and who 
are there working with us now. Without 
their support, 1 would not be able to do 
what I am attempting to do. It honestly 
renews my faith in people, Wayne. And 
that is a good feeling. 

Friday: Harvey, what do you feel that 
you as an Assemblyman who just 
happens to be an up-front gay, can 
accomplish in the Legislature? 

Milk: Well, the first is to present the 
case for the much-needed gay legis¬ 
lation from a gay person’s point of 
view, rathern than second-handed, 
without the personal involvement that a 
non-gay legislator has. I think that I cna 
present the case with more sincerity, 
and of course, conviction, for I would 
be presenting not only the case for gay 
people, but for myself as a gay, as well. 
Second, as I have said before, working 
with the legislators on the many issues 
before the Assembly, I would be setting 
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an example and winning friends and 
allies on these other issues. I would be 
building important bridges, and one 
day, they will have to say, as we all 
know is said about about so many of us, 
so many times: “Hey, he’s not so bad 
after all. What were we so afraid/up¬ 
tight, etc., about in the first place?” This 
is an accomplishment that only a gay 
person, working as an equal on the 
floor of the Assembly, can accomplish. 
There is simply no substitute for the real 
thing. 

Friday: Your opponent once told me 
he felt he could be more effective, 
because he said he knows personally all 
of the members of the Assembly. What 
is your reaction to this? 

Milk: Well, Wayne, if effectiveness is 
based on popularity and familiarity, 
then we should never change one single 
legislator anywhere, and we will always 
elect the Nixons and the Reagans, 
because they knew everyone so well, 
for so long. But, if the current lack of 
gay legislation, arid current economic 
and social conditions, red tape, and 
lousy tax laws are a result of familiarity, 
then maybe we should elect a complete 
group of strangers; they could not do 
much worse. That statement on my 
opponent’s part almost sounds like a 
desire to return to the womb. Just 
because you know a legislator by name, 
who might be ineffective by the way, is 
no reason to be elected. This is not a 
popularity contest. This is a legislative 
body that spends our money and 
regulates our lives. I’m amazed at the 
lack of depth in that kind of thinking. 
Friday: Where can you be reached, or 
what can those people who haven’t 
already been approached do, who 
might want to get involved in your 
campaign? 

Milk: Well, we do need volunteer 
workers on all levels, and as 1 said 
before, we desperately need funds. Like 
I said, even those one dollar bills help a 
great deal. The headquarters is here at 
my camera shop: 575 Castro Street and 
the phone number is 864-1390. We 
would appreciate it if you would even 
just drop by to pick up a window sign to 
put in your house or store window. We 
try to work hard, but we also look for 
that laugh and warmth that happens 
when strangers meet to work for a 
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common goal and that magic takes 
over.

It’s been a dandy week for films. 
You would think that after a year of 
daily headlines, a story about two 
investigators who accidentally stumbled 
onto the Watergate Breakin and the 
ensuing chaos whould be old hat and 
played out by now. But All the 
President’s Men, now playing at the 
Northpoint Theatre, is as grippingly 
suspenseful as any James Bond thriller, 
and it’s all true. The scvga of Carl 
Bernstein and Bob Woodward unfolds 
step by step under All J. Pakula’s taut 
direction; we see the coincidental 
teaming of the two men who didn’t 
really know each other prior to

Ernest 
evoke the lowkey perseverence of Lehman s masterful tongue-in-cheek 
Woodward (Bedford) and the pushy script takes Hitchcock back to his earlier 
chutzpah of Bernstein (Hoffman), triumphs of the 30’s and 40’s, 
There is not a single performance in the pre-Psycho and The Birds. It is his sly, 


film, major or minor, that is not 
admirably fulfilled. Jason Robard as the 
Post editor, Hal Holbrook with only one 
eye and a nose ever seen as the 
mysterious informant Deep Throat, 
Jane Alexander and Penny Fuller as 
two valuable sources, if reluctant 
accomplices, of information, Nicholas 
Coster as the lawyer “who isn’t here,” 
and on and on. It’s a rich panorama of 
performances, with a tight suspense¬ 
building script by William Goldman and 
excellent score by David Shire. 

The script does not glamorize any 
of the principals involved; it’s not 
Hollywood’s rosy-hued look at political 
upheaval but a sharply etched portrait 
of two men who uncovered our nation’s 
greatest scandal by blind luck and 
stubborn persistence. ☆ ☆ ☆ ☆ all the 
way!

William Devane, who is an 
impressive new talent in films, is 
immaculately suave as the smiling 
villain, while Karen Black looks archly 
chic as his lacquered “moll.” Cathleen 
Nesbitt and Ed Lauter contribute 
excellent supporting characterizations, 
but it is the Hitchcockian touch that 
elevates Family; Plot above being just a 
good suspense-comedy to being a 
masterpiece of sardonic humor. The 
entire plot is terribly contrived, there are 
a couple of glaring discrepencies toward 
the end (where did the second diamond 
come from and whatever happens to 
it?), but if Family/ Plot is not the perfectly 
structured film, it remains a gem from 
the master of wry suspense. 

Club: Mama’s Boys 

Opening night at The City of 
Mama’s bo\;s was an unmitigated 
disaster, boredom incarnate. But the 
individual talents were all good, so a 
week later, I ventured back for a second 
look. The cast and director Joe Danova 
had obviously been hard at work 


making changes (with more still to 
come. I’m assured; says Danova, “It’s 
still a baby yet.’’) 

The latest concept is “Hot T.V.” 
with the audience being the studio 
audience watching a parody of t.v. 
commercials interspersed with vocal 
entertainment. Some of the material is 
absolutely hilarious — Mary Todd 
Lincoln being pursued by darkies after 
Able frees the slaves, a Toyota 
commercial, Joe Croyle and Cassandra 
Peterson in a raunchy takeoff on the 
weather report with Florida a phallic 
symbol; some of the material is cornball 
and old but still works in moderation — 
Jane Russell “Cross Your Legs’’ bra, a 
hair commercial, a football player 
plugging “Butch basic,” “The Japanese 
have taken over Forest Lawn; now it’s 
called Jap in the Box!”, and some of it is 
incredibly tasteless and unfunny — A 
Kama Sutra number that is a new low 
for clubs, a “Fat Song” that means 
nothing, a Preparation H takeoff, a 
news report about disappearing crabs 
and Feminique Stick Deodorant, which 
is just as vulgar as it sounds. You may 
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have gathered the show is not geared 
for a sophisticated audience, but there’s 
nothing wrong with broad low comedy 
if it’s genuinely funny and inventive. 
Right now, about 50% of the material 
works; the rest takes up time. 

Vocally, the cast is on more solid 
ground. All the voices are good, a few 
outstanding. Joe Croyle is the most 
secure all-around talent; he sings 
superbly, is certainly an attractive 
performer and has a fine flair for zany 
comedy. But Richard Herkert runs him 
a close second with the same qualities, 
while Robert Redding contributes a 
wicked Jane Russell takeoff and sings a 
lovely My Mother’s Eyes. R.L. Howland 
is a muscular imp who plays uproar¬ 
iously against his physical image, and 
director Danova is a personable fellow 
who seems to snag the bulk of the 
tiredest material for himself and still 
seems to enjoy it. Mama of the act is a 
stunning redhead named Cassandra 
Peterson, who reveals a great body, a 
lively sense of comedy and generates a 
good deal of the energy in the show. 
John Palmer and Jim Raitt have little to 
do but do it nicely. 

The music for the show is on tape, 
vocals sung over it, and often the music 
drowns out all lyric content. All the “up” 
songs in the show are gimmicked, 
which means you only remember the 
down ballands upon leaving. Best of the 
lot is I Don’t Want the Night to End (but 
put too close to Redding’s Mother’s 
Eyes to get deserved appreciation), and 
the Carmen Miranda finale, which is the 
most creative flash of the show and 
needs even greater build (Danova’s hat 
could be monstrously funny). The video 
segments are a good touch and work 
nicely (when they work at all), but 
again, the material is as uneven on film 
as onstage. 

Mama’s Boys has the talent and 
potential to become a slick, snappy 
risque revue that could do very well on 
the Vegas/Reno circuit. Right now, 
what should be risque is sometimes just 
dirty (the old “say Fuck for a shock 
value laugh” school), sometimes just 
not very funny, but Mary Lincoln and 
Toyota are fine examples of hitting right 
•on target. The men are all handsome, 
the lady is “hot” and the talent is there. 
Danova is absolutely right; the act is still 
a baby, but it could grow into a very 
attractive adult with a lot more work.

Film: 

W.C. Fields and Me 

There are two basic problems with 
W.C. Fields and Me. One is that Fields 
was pretty much a through-and-through 
bastard offscreen; the second is that the 
film is adapted from the book of his ex¬ 
mistress/secretary Carlotta Monti, and 
Miss Monti paints herself so nobly (“I’m 
just a poor little Catholic virgin thrown 
into the wicked milieu of Hollywood 
and its tawdry glitter!”) that she comes 
across onscreen as the deadliest bore to 
ever lay beside greatness. Because 
Fields was undeniably great. A bastard 
he may have been, but he was a comic 
par exellance. 

But those problems aside. Fields 
offers a hilarious script by Bob Merrill 
filled with Fields biting, caustic humor, 
including all those memorable incidents 
he is noted for — spiking Baby Leroy’s 
orange juice with gin so the two year old 
came onto the set stinking (“Ahh, that 


boy will grow up to be a mean drunk!”), 
being thrown out of Mexico for urinating 
upon a government official’s head, the 
wild lost weekends with Jack Barrymore 
and his drunken cronies, and Fields 
own constant state of drunkeness that 
eventually cost him everything. Fields in 
a rage was funnier than most comics on 
their best nights as he railed against 
Eleanor Roosevelt, income taxes, child¬ 
ren, dogs, well-meaning friends, etc. 
There is a classic scene with Fields 


chasing Nelson Eddy’s fish-eating swan 
out of his garden with a rake. Under 
Arthur Hiller’s incisive and humor-filled 
direction, every dog sidles up to Fields 
to try ancF urinate against his leg (the 
opening credits are uproariPus) . . . 
and Fields knew why — they smelled 
that he was still an insecure hobo at 
heart, no matter how successful 
financially. The film touches neatly on 
the motivations that drove Fields like a 
demon; his pathological hatred and fear 
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of Charlie Chaplin for being Number 
One, the constant insomnia that kept 
him wandering the halls all night except 
when it rained, the need to join 
Barrymore and friends in playing the 
macho studs when they were over¬ 
grown little boys at heart who wasted 
their lives trying to live up to false 
images, and his fear of rejection by 
anyone before he rejected them first. 

The film is certainly not a definitive 
biography of Fields, nor always accurate 
in its facts, but it is a fascinating glimpse 
of greatness gone wrong. 

What makes it a must-see film is 
the brilliant portrayal by Rod Steiger in

Vitamin B1 - 
Thiamine 


Thiaine and other B vitamins are 
known as the “nerve” vitamins, though 
they affect other parts of the body too. 
The discovery of this vitamin goes to a 
Dutch physician, Christiaan Eijkman. 
When Dr. Eijkman fed chickens 
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“polished” rice in 1898, they became 
weak and developed signs of the 
disease called beriberi. At this same 
time, the patients of a military hospital 
he was treating were developing the 
same disease as well. When he fed the 
hens the polishings from the rice, 
(which contained B-1), the symptoms 
disappeared. He knew that something 
in the germ or outer coating of the rice 
had cured the disease. 

The need for Thiamine fluctuates 
depending on your condition. Taking in 
of sugar and other carbohydrates 
increases the need for thiamine; 
thiamine aids in the burning up of 
carbohydrates. A hyperactive thyroid 
also demands more thiamine, as does 
stress. Signs of deficiency of vitamin B1 
are: “low blood sugar,” fatigue, loss of 
weight, loss of appetite and later 
stomach and mental symptoms; tingling 
and pain. Also nausea, constipation, 
irregular heartbeat, frequent colds and 
headache, just to name a few. 

It is useless to ingest more vitamin 
B1 rich foods than your body can use. 
Being water soluble, the vitamin is not 
stored in the body, but excreted.

People with high metabolism, can 
and TRUST PLANS at times avoid exercise and still have a 

fairly good body. But even people like 
that and especially when they get older, 
will tend to get a bit pudgy on the 
stomach. The reason is the older we 
get, the less activity we do. Also the 
areas become very “soft or mushy” 
because of lack of exercising. Of course 
if you have a lot metabolism, obviously 
the food is going to lay there. Result is 
the problem many guys face, “bulgy 
appearing stomachs.” Exercise and a 
good diet is the best way to secure a 
trim, firm body and that includes your 
waistline. Don’t you forget it! 

You don’t have to use weight to 
exercise your waist. Sit-ups, leg-ups, 
side-bends (for the flabby sides of your 
waist) “Crunches” (Exercise that works 
both the upper and lower abdomen at 
the same time) and others too 
numerous to mention, but will be 
written about in future issues. All these 
exercises as a rule, require no weights at 
all, of course there are exceptions at 
times. 

You must exercise. Bob, and with 
your present eating habits (and I assume 
it’s good) you will be able to dwindle 
your waistline many inches.

S.I.R. Scandal

Ken Rice and his lover, Harry 
Leishure, still are missing in an 
unfolding scandal at the Society for 
Individual Rights (SIR). It is estimated 
that a minimum of $2,000 is missing 
and the figure could excede $5,000. 
Rice and Leishure both served as office 
managers at SIR in the past 15 months 
and left the city unexpectedly on March 
13. It has since been learned that Rice 
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Calf Raises (Calf Machine) 


machine (see photo). Also try some 
“donkey raises” as well. As pictured, 
put as much weight on the machine that 
will enable you to do one set at least 20 
times.

allegedly embezzled most of the money 
with only $50 credited to Leishure (a 
petty cash fund). 

Police investigators now reveal that 
they have a California “rap sheet” on 
Rice’s earlier police record, but it 
remains confidential. SIR is presently 
compiling documentation of evidence in 
order to prosecute Rice on a felony 
charge. If the organization moved on 
Rice now, only the lesser misdemeanor 
charge could be established. 

SIR President, Larry Eppinette has 
appointed SIR Trustee, Duane Wolcott 
to act as Special Investigator in the Rice- 
Leishure crisis. He has also established 
a blue ribbon community commision to 
investigate all of the financial problems 
of SIR and to make recommendations. 
Commission members are Rev. John 
Barbobe and Rev. Tere Ann Roderick 
of the MCC; former SIR President, Bill 
Plath; Human Rights Commissioner 
Phyllis Lyon and attorneys Carol Ruth 
Silver and John Wahl. 

Police have asked the District 
Attorney’s office to give them a search 
warrent so they can see Rice’s account 
at the Chartered Bank of London, 6th 
and Market Sts. The account was listed 
as “400 Publications.” Wolcott states 
that SIR now has several photocopies of 
checks made out to SIR which were 
deposited in Rice’s “400” account. 

Rice set up the “400” account to 
allegedly deposit funds that were to be 
used in the publication of a gay 
newspaper, similar to B.A.R. The 
much-discussed adventure never got off 
the ground and it has been learned that 
Rice used his good will with the 
Chartered Bank tellers to transfer SIR 






















checks into that account. After the 
account was depleted of funds, Rice 
wrote check on the account. 

Cala Food Stores also reveal that it 
has $640 in bad checks signed by Rice. 
SIR is also investigating the possibility of 
legal action against the Chartered Bank 
for what was evidently a very casual 
handling of checks made out to SIR. 

It has also been learned that Rice 
borrowed nearly $2,000 from various 
gay friends before his departure. He 
told some that he needed the money to 
cover losses from a fire in his apartment. 
Wolcott states that he has learned that 
the fire was a minor kitchen blaze that 
did not involve any loss to Rice. The 
loans ranged from $200 to $600. 
Wolcott also reveals that when one 
person attempted to collect $300 that 
he had been promised him. Rice told 
him to try and collect money from 
Vector accounts “and take out your 
$300.” Although the individual was 
shocked at the proposal, he did not 
report it to SIR until after Rice had left 
the city. 

Entrance to the Rice-Leishure 
apartment in the Tenderloin’s swank 
Central Towers has been delayed two 
weeks. The men left some clothes and 
personal belongings, according to the 
building manager. Legally, the apart¬ 
ment must be vacant for two weeks after 
it is vacated. It was not legally vacated 
until after the rent period expired. SIR 
officials are hopeful that missing Vector 
magazine (a SIR publication) and SIR 
records are in the apartment. The 
landlord states that such records appear 
to be there. 


Wolcott reveals that controversy is 
now growing over a $5,000 loan 
obtained by SIR President Eppinette 
and SIR Treasurer Don Jacobs to help 
solve the organization’s current financial 
crisis. The $5,000 was deposited into 
the SIR account. The SIR building Fund 
was used as collateral. The SIR Board 
unanimously approved the use of the 
Building Fund when Rice, then Vector 
Business Manager, said that the maga¬ 
zines was having temporary financial 
problems. This Board action was in 
December. 

The SIR Building Fund was set 
aside early in the organization’s' history 
for the purchase or building of a 
Community Center. There is currently 
$10,000 in the account, raised from 
numerous events and contributions 
over sir’s 11 year history. The current 
loan on the fund makes $5,000 in the 
fund unusable until the loan is repaid. 
Two questions being asked are; 1. Did 
Eppinette and Jacobs act hastily since 
SIR is able to meet it current, major 
bills? 2. Could SIR have obtained help 
elsewhere without using the Building 
Fund as collateral? 

Wolcott urges the gay community 
to be patient as he plods daily through 
considerable information about the 
Rice-Leishure affair. He has mailed out 
58 sets of photos of the missing duo to 
gay publications and states that he is 
hopeful that the police department will 
soon obtain enough evidence to merit a 
warrent for Rice’s arrest on felony 
charges.
